A singular accident recently befell a young man named William Evens; of 
Logan, Cache Co. He was chopping wood when one of the sticks of hard 
wood flew up above him, and coming down, struck him on top of the head, 
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cutting a hole and severing an artery. In a short time he had bled about 
three pints. He received proper medical attendangs and is recovering. 

A young man by the name of Frank Hurd, whose parents reside in the 
Tenth Ward, Salt Lake City, arrived home on the 25th ult., from one of the 
mining eamps in Big Cottonwood Canyon, where he had been employed. He 
complained to his mother of feeling unwell, and lay down upon a bed. When 
next noticed, within half an hour of his arrival, he was found to be dead, 
having apparently expired without a struggle. His death resulted from 
heart disease hastened by exposure. He was in his twenty-third year, and it 
is said that he was to have been married in about three weeks. 

On the afternoon of the 2nd ult, Brother Matthew Templeman, aged 
seventy years, a native of Yorkshire, England, but for the last twenty-five 
years a citizen of Big Cottonwood Ward, was riding in a wagon, accompanied 
by a grandson, in Mill Creek Canyon, when the kingbolt of the wagon gave 
way. This frightened the borses and they wheeled around, upsetting the 
vehicle and throwing the old gentleman a considerable distance.. He was 80 
severely injured that he died the second day after the accident. He wasa 
faithful member of the Church, and highly respected by all who knew him.

The Deseret News of November 28th says: As it is probable, aye almost 
certain, that any proceedings against the male prostitutes under the ordi-

166.—Every person who keeps a house of ill-fame in this Territory, 
resorted to for the purpose of prostitution: or lewdness, or who wilfully re- 
sides in such house or resorts thereto for lewdness, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor.’ 

This is section 1996 of the Territorial statutes, on page 603, Compiled Laws 
of Utah. It is not open to any charter objections, legal quibbles or other

THE present condition of affairs in Utah sancti some curious . 
and is gradually attracting the attention of the fair minded and reflecting 
portion of mankind in civilized countries. The hypocritical and unjust 
nature of the persecution with which the Latter-day Saints are now being 
assailed, becomes more with each the situation 
assumes. 

In the beginning of the present n justification was claimed fox the 
high handed and rigorous measures adopted, on the plea that the immorality 
and social vices of the Latter-day Saints had become so flagrant that the. 
American government and people could no longer tolerate them. There is 
no doubt that this plea silenced the objections of many who would otherwise 
have opposed any legislation that savored of religious intolerance.’ Theibirth 
of freedom in America is too recent an event for the instincts of liberty to 
be entirely dead in the hearts of her people, but it is not the first instance in 
the history of the world that a favored nation has been seduced from its 
allegiance to freedom and right by the fatal heresy that wicked means are 
justified by a supposed desirable end, and that liberty has heen. rien 
upon the altar of her most favored sanctuary. 

The Edmunds law was enacted and. accepted. under the pretense that 12 
provisions were in the direet interests of morality and virtue. The uncon - 
stitutionality of its special legislation against the Latter-day Saints was 
hidden to many by its general provisions against real vice, and it confused 
the public mind by associating the crimes of adultery and fornieation with 
the alleged offense of plural marriage. When, however, practical ‘application 
was made of the law, care was taken to avoid the enforcement of its Pro- 
visions against adultery and kindred crimes, and to restrict its operation 
entirely to the prosecution of Latter-day Saints who had adopted the princi- 
ple of plural marriage in their religious faith and practicte. 

Under this wicked perversion of law men have been hounded id thrust 
into prison because they would not disown and, repudiate their wives and 
children, Ahle the, seducer and adulterer are allowed to g, unmolested. It 
is not strange, that the London Staudurd, in commenting upon this state 
of affairs, thus truthfully puts the case: “The law of the United ‘Gtatesi 
says, in fact, you may live with as many women as you choose, providing you 
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do not call them wives; and no small number of citisens of the United States 
do so live. The Mormons, therefore; are summoned ‘not to leave their wives, 
but simply to give up calling them such; to bring disgrace and dishonor upon 
the women who have lived—according to their religion—blamelessly as their 
wives; to repudiate that connection; and yet to continue in the samé relation | 
with them. And this is done in the ame of decency and morality?” 

Ib is thus seen that all the efforts of our enemies are directed e the 
prineiple of plural marriage alone. They consider this to be the one vul- 
nétable point in which to attack us, a8 it is opposed to the popular prejudices 
and views of present society. "The history of this persecution’ has proved to 
the world that the Latter-day Saints are remarkably free from all sexual 
crimes, and it is only by distorting, by! legislative enactment, the of 
plural marriage into a crime, and ö ing it accordingly, that th ey are 
enabled to harass and vex the Latter-day Saints. 

On the other hand, it been as clearly demonstrated. that those who 
— — adbes! in their denunciations of the “ Mormons,” and most, active 

e them, are themselves guilty of defending and practicing the 

crimes. The latest news we have from Utah confirms this in 

a 23 remarkable manner. Although, as we have seen, the Edmunds law 
as at present administered by United States judges, contrary. to expectation, 
does not interfere with the perpetration of sexual crimes, there is an ordin- 
ance of Salt Lake City that does meet these cases, in a degree, and inflicts a 
punishment upon all guilty of lewd and lascivious conduct who come within 
the jurisdiction of the municipal government. The police of that city, in the 
performance of their sworn duty to see the laws honored and observed, have 
come into possession of evidence showing that some of the United States 
officials, now in Salt Lake City, have been guilty of the most, foul sexual. 
crimes.; Some arrests were promptly made, and.it is a curious and significant. 
fact that the first arrest made was that of Deputy: Marshal: Vandercook, who 
has been particularly zealous in taking advantage of the Edmunds law to 
persecute the Latter -day Saints, and who, at the time of his arrest, had just 
returned from one of his raids upon them. 

Nothing could exceed. the consternation into which this action of the police 
plunged the Anti!“ Mormons,” and it was evident by their remonstrances that 
the enforcement of this ordinance against lewd and lascivious conduct had 
fallen like a thunderbolt upon them Their newspaper organ declaimed 
against these attempts to punish gentlemen: for what it ealled one of the 
commion vices of humanity,” and for awhile: ceased its attacks upon the prin- 
ciple of plural marriage and exerted itself to shield male prostitutes from the 
consequences of their crimes. A despérate effort was made to prove that the 
ordittdhte against lewd and lascivious conduct was invalid, and finally Judge 
Zane, he who has so ruthlessly sent fen to prison for no other crime than 
fidelity to their wives and children, came to the rescue and declared that 
lewd and lascivious conduct did not include such crimes as adultery and 
private visits to houses of Ill fame.

thus affording another proof, if more were needed, that religious persecution — 
in all its hideousness, and not the.enforcement of morality and virtus, is the 
object aimed at in the present crusade against the “Mormons.” . 
If these circumstances, with others of a similar nature that have 
transpired since this persecution began, do not open the eyes of all decent 
and reflecting people to the true nature of the crusade now being waged
